Governor Charles S. Hamlin of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, m a k e s a strong statement in a Chicago 
address when he says that the establishment of the 
new banking system at its outset rescued the coun­ 
try from the “ most ominous condition in the his­ 
tory.” 
Is it too strong a statement 
We know what the situation was for some weeks 
after the outbreak of the war. 
We know what it is 
now or since the opening of the Federal Reserve 
system. 
The war caught us under the old hank­ 
ing system, with gold reserve scattered and subject 
to the hoarding banks, 
lt inflicted upon us condi­ 
tions which gri*at domestic panics had brought in 
the past. 
It imposed upon us, besides, an immense 
liquidation of stocks and bonds held abroad whose 
immediate settlement in gold was demanded. Our 
foreign qxchanges ran up to unheard-of figures, and 
a virtual and disorderly* moratorium on maturing 
indebtedness to Europe sprang up as a last effort 


10 save the gold standard. 
Even this might not have availed hut for the on­ 
coming establishment of the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem so happily provided beforehand. 
It came and 
with it a new horn confidence. 
Mobilization of 
gold reserves took the place of their scattered 
hoarding, concerted control dislodged a banking 
and individual scramble with control, goods began 
to move out instead of gold, the foreign exchange* 
began to fall until they are now below the gold- 
iinport point. 
What the new system has done in overcoming 
an unparalleled emergency is established beyond 
dispute. 
What it may yet do for the permanent 
commercial upbuilding of the nation we get an ink­ 
ling of in the provision of a wide market for bus­ 
iness paper through bank acceptances.

recent communications to Europe. 
We have been asked to accept Mexican disorders 
a-> necessarily attendant upon the struggle for the 
liberty of the so per cent of Mexicans heretofore ig­ 
nored and to regard the shooting of American citi­ 
zens as an unfortunate incident in that struggle. 
Although we have been under much persuasion we 
find ourselves still reluctant to accept this view. 
In 
the course of time anything may become conven­ 
tionalized and there is, it is true, a greater placidi­ 
ty in the United States than one would expect, con­ 
sidering the disturbance. 
Nevertheless when an American consular agent 
is placed against a wall and in front of a firing 
squad there is a resurgence of the feeling, probably* 
irrational, that there is no need of American citi­ 
zens to he subjected to such treatment and that it 
does this country no good to tolerate it. 
W e do not believe that our position with the 
Mexicans is improved by it..— Chicago Tribune. 


Expensive County Government. 
The manner in which the county 
business is administered in many 
instances reflects little credit up­ 
on our system of government, dust 
why the people do not get one dol­ 
lar's worth of service of every dol­ 
lar they are required to pay is not 
difficult to d e t e r m i n e . 
Many 
of 
those whom we select to act as our 
agents in administering the coun­ 
t y ’s business are inefficient offi­ 
cials. 
In the first place the county of­ 


f i c e s pay very meager salaries in 
most counties where the popula­ 
tion is sparse. In other instances 
where the iniquitous fee system is 
in operation and where the county 


is densely populated, 
as 
where 
there are one or more large cities, 
compensation may be far more 
than the ability of 
the 
officers 
could learn in business. 
As an example of poor business 
judgment in county officials we 
have only* to cite t lu» fact that very* 
few counties are out of debt or 
have decent roads, bridges, facili­ 
ties for the poor etc. Surely some­ 
thing is wrong when the people 
are required to pay heavier taxes 
and yet be 
deprived 
of 
those 
things for which taxation is ask­ 
ed. 
The new system of government 
recently* adoyted by Los Angeles 
county, California, known as com­ 
mission government is expected to 


he a great improvement, it is quite 
similar to commission government 
of eitit's, which most people ad­ 
mit is a n improvement over the 
old system of alderraanic govern­ 
ment that is so lucrative to p o l i ­ 


t i c i a n s . Governor Capper of Kan­ 


s a s i n h i s recommendation to the 
legislature urges the legislature to 


p a s s a law providing for, commis­ 
sion government for every county 
of the state. 
Under our present system of 
law limitations, 
bad 
precedents 


and methods of accounts, honest, 


capable men are circumscribed in 


trying to perform their duties as 


county officials. We need in the 
first place to have fewer officials, 
then select efficient men and re 
quire strict accounts.
